I believe Saints made a big 
mistake when they allowed 
John O’Shea and Phil O’Con- 
nor to leave the club during the 
close season. 

They are both ‘big’ players 
and top teams need such play- 
ers. 
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Canberra now has several 
‘big’ players in its line-up: 

New Zealand internationals, 
goalkeeper Richard Wilson 
and midfielder Duncan Cole 
must come into that category. 

John O'Shea, Walter Valeri, 
Tony Brennan and Sebastian 
Giampaolo obviously are 
others. 

I believe that Valeri will 
become the surprise packet of 
the Canberra outfit. 

Still young at 24, Valeri has 
been a continual goalscorer at 
all levels in which he played, 
the latest being the NSW State 
league where he scored more 
than 20 goals two years in suc- 
cession. 

He hits the ball with his 
right foot better than anyone I 
have seen in Australia. 

He does not have the deli- 
cate skills of the spectacular 
Giampaolo, or his dynamic 
speed over a few yards. 

But he does have a good 
touch on the ball, neat and effi- 
cient, and smooth accelera- 
tion.

Maicom Allison is living 
proof that t coaches are 
not necessarily great man- 
agers.

spree, which has cost City $168 
million this year, yet the team 
is fourth bottom of the first 
division. 

I made a special trip to Man- 
chester to watch Allison work 
with his players and he was a 
real ‘master’ driving them in 
creative practices, completely 
in control. 

I also had the privilege to 
work under Don Howe on an 
FA coaching course in Eng- 
land and he also was a tre- 
mendous example of how to or- 
ganise and coach players. 

But he too had no success 
when he went into manage- 
ment with West Bromwich. 

The two roles of coach on 
the training field and overall 
manager of players, team se- 
lection and tactics, are fairly 
distinct. 

Coaching of players on the * 
training field needs a good 
knowledge of fitness, and the 
individual and team technical- 
ities of the game. 

The manager must be able 
to motivate, pick teams, plan 
Strategy, plus a whole range of 
other things hardly connected 
with the game. 

It is rare in Australia to see 
the combination of Clough and 
Taylor, Neil and Howe, Allison 
and Mercer, as seen in the UK. 

Most of our top men, like 
Rale Rasic, Raul Blanco, 
Gerry Chaldi and Les Scheinf- 
lug, seem to haye mastered 
the dual role. 

British pairings Mike Laing 
and Bruce Stowell at Western 
Suburbs (now defunct) and the 
Vest-Campbell twosome at 
Newcastle come nearest to the 
UK model. 

John Warren always has 
struck me as suited much 
More to the management role 
than the on-the-field coach and 
Bruce Stowell the opposite.

thusiastic tear spirit. 

The Watson-Silva flank com- 
bination is like good Scotch 
whisky — it gets better with 
age. 

And what about Ken Boden? 
While other clubs have made 
wholesale purchases, City 
went for only one man — 
best. 

City’s team now is so good 
that even Ian Souness can't get 
in. What other club can afford 
such a luxury?. 

Like City, Heidelberg’s 
great asset is stability and 
team spirit. 

Jim Tansey, Gary Cole, Pat 
Bannon, Arthur McMillan and 
Andy Bozikas have formed the 
nucleus of the team for some 
time and new boys Jimmy 
Rooney, John Yzendoorn, 
Jamie Paton and Yakka Ba- 
novic have had ample room to 
settle in. 

However, even though 
Sydney City and Heidelberg 
are showing sound form, there 
are no sure things in this lea- 
gue. 

Canberra City lost to Bris- 
bane Lions and played badly 
against Adelaide City, al- 
though winning 1-0 and then it 
suddenly lashed out with a 5-1 
thrashing of St. George.

The scheme follows a 
market survey that showed 
most children in soccer were 
not protected for medical and

A policy costs $70 a team 
and there is a special offer of 
$50 a team if an Association 
makes the scheme compulsory 
for its members. 

The policy offers: $2500 for 
death, loss of sight and phys- 
cial severance; for per- 
manent disablement; 00 
reimbursement of medical ex- 
penses each time.

about Iran and Iraq, but 
New Zealand is the first 
hurdel we have to over- 
come. Its ground is small, 


providing it with a decided 


advantage. 

The refereeing is another thing 
that has to be taken into ac- 
count. The referee comes to 
N.Z. and has a nice holiday 
before the game, being 
wined and dined by N.Z. offi- 
cials. He is well aware of 
N.Z. being the home team 
and this can influence him 
during the match. 

While on the topic of the Aus- 
tralian team, I must say 
that it is a lot easier to wear 
the green and gold nowa- 
days. 

The team is not settled and too 
many players get only one 
chance. Look at the number 
of players who have played 
only one game or so for our 
team. 

As for the coaching, it takes an 
overseas coach at least a 
year to get to know the play- 
ers. it is hard to come from 
professional countries to the 
amateurish attitude over 
here. 

And coaching in Australia is 
too cut-throat. If the coach 
gets bad results he is sack- 
ed. Nothing ever is done to 
the people who hired him in 
the first place. Why didn’t 
they check his quality thor- 
oughly before hiving him the 
job? 

If we are going to pursue this 

policy of overseas appoint- 

ments then we must in- 

Stitute a trial period for all 

prospective candidates.

Play- 
er-coach can be a deman- 
ding job, as the added re- 
sponsibility often can back- 
fire on the field. At the end 
of the season we will see 
how Heidelberg and Sydney 
City stand.

The World Cup was a 
great personal thrill but the 
greatest thrill of all will be 
watching my boys making 
an impact on the soccer 
scene. 

Only then will I be able to say 
that Australian soccer is fit 
and well and that the future 
is secure.

Cole first came into prominence in 1974 
when chosen for the New Zealand under 16 
team to tour Australia. He played in all six 
games, three of which were won and two 
drawn.

The solitary defeat was against Victor- 
ia’s under 16s im a game serving as a 
curtain-raiser to Victoria’s 2-1 win over 
Bristol Rovers. 

Surprisingly, of all the 16 tourists — the 
cream of the New Zealand youth soccer at 
the time — Cole was the only one to make 
a name for himself at senior level, the rest 
having slipped into obscurity. 

Within two years of the Australian tour 
Cole had not only become an established 
member of his Rothmans’ National 


League club, North Shore United, but was’ 


recognised as one of the most constructive 
left backs in the country. 

Favoured by many to gain selection to 
the full New Zealand team to tour South 
Korea in 1976, Cole was omitted but gained 
slight consolation in being chosen to the 
under-2] combination for an internal tour. 


At the ripe old age of 18, he found him- 
self the cornerstone of the North Shore 
United team which captured the 1977 
Rothmans National League title. 


In the same year the elegant defender 
made his debut for the Auckland provin- 
cial side against the touring Bobby 
Charlton's All Stars, 

Apart from Chariton himseif, the All 
Stars included brother Jackie and living 
legends Alex Stepney, Ian Callaghan and 
Peter Lorimer. The game ended in a 1-1 
draw with Cole playing a prominent part 
in a hard-stretched defence. 

A call-up to the full national team was 
inevitable and it duly came the following 
year. Converted into midfield, Cole faced 
a baptism of fire against the might of Eng- 
land ‘‘B’’. 

Cole acquitted himself well, playing in 
all three tests against the illustrious Eng- 
lishmen, plus six more internationals later 
in the year. 

New Zealand’s historic 1-9 vict over 
Australia in Auckland was the highlight of 
1978, a momentous year. 

Cole also starred in North Shore’s shock 
2-1 victory over Mount Wellington in the 
New Zealand Cup final, thus depriving 
“The Mount’ of a league and Cup doubie. 

The North Shore defender was the first 
recipient of the “Young Player of the 






Year’ award. This was a surprise to many 
— not because of Cole’s worthiness, but 
because he had been an established part of 
the soccer scene for so long it was difficult 
to remember he was still only 21 years old, 
One of the successes of New Zealand's 
tour of the Middle East and Britain, he re- 
turned to Auckland to learn that four 
P.S.L. clubs were seeking his signature. 


Initially Newcastle KK United was fa- 
vourite to obain Cole’s services, a fact 
which inspired the headline ‘‘Cole for 
Newcastle” in a North Island newspaper. 
After three months of speculation how- 
ever, he joined Canberra City. 


Nicknamed ‘Mr. Cool” by North Shore 
United supporters, because of his com- 
posure on the field and modern dress 
sense off it, Cole has played as a defender, 
midfielder and striker for both North 
Shore and New Zealand. 

His tackling ability, speed, vision and 
forceful shot would indicate that a role in 
midfield would suit Cole best and indeed 
City coach Vic Fernandez placed him in 
this niche with devasting results against 
St George.

“And then there’s Howard 
Tredinnick on Newcastle. He 
hasn’t had much publicity, but 
he’s a very fine player.” 

Kay himself will partner 
Marconi’s Peter Raskopoulos 
in a highly talented midfield. 
Both can score goals and they 
work tirelessly and construc- 
tively the length and breadth 
of the field. 

Kay, who will be 18 next 
month, completed sixth form 
at high school last year and 
now is working for his father, 
a builder. 

“Dad said it was pointless 
for me to try to get a job out- 
side because I'll need so much 
time off during the youth 
championships next year, He 
said he’d be the only employer 
who'd wear it. 

“I'll start pursuing a career 
after the championships. I 
want to get into a travel 
agency or a real estate agency 
— something to do with meet- 
ing people.’ 

Tom Kay, by the way, wasa 
star player with E.P.T. and 
Dapto in the early sixties. He 
won two Player of the Year 
awards and has been president 
of Dapto Soccer Club for the 

t 10 years. 

Predictably, Paul started 
his soccer with Dapto. He was 
only four years old, and he 
played in the under-seven for 
three years. 

He then advanced through 
the ranks to the under-13s, rep- 
resenting Illawarra District on 
the way. 

During one period, he was 
playing two games on the one 
day —- for Dapto and for the 
Wollenguas representative 

team. 

He was in Wollongong City’s 
Third Grade (Under-19) team 
at the age of 14 and made his 
First Grade debut in the NSW 
State League the same year. 

His reputation as a top 
junior player was well-estab- 
lished by this time. He went on 
to represent NSW from the age 
of 15, figuring prominently in 
the national title victories of 
the State under-16s in Sydney 
and the undr-1$%s in Brisbane. 
In both series, he was voted 
best player. 

When Wollongong City 
folded up, Kay did the rounds, 
looking for a new club. 

“I tried St. George and I 
liked it straight away. The 
players were all friendly and 
the reserve coach, Frank Lang 
was very helpful, so I was able 
to settle in quickly,”’ he says, 

That’s an understatement! 
After a few reserve games, he 
made his senior PSL debut 
against Marconi, a week 
before his 16th birthday. 

St. George Stadium in 
Sydney is a long way from 
Wollongong, but the Kay 
family shrugged off the incon- 
venience. ‘‘Before 1 could 
drive, mum and dad or my 
brothers and sisters drove me 
back and forth. 

“I got my first car last Sep- 
tember, so there are no prob- 
lems now."’ 

Everyone had expected Kay 
to be picked by national coach 
Rudi Gutendorf for the World 
Youth Championship quali- 
fying matches in New Zealand 
late in 1978, but he was left out. 

“Rudi told me he needed 
bigger, stronger boys against 
the more physical teams,” 
Kay says. ‘‘but he called mein 
for the next round, in Para- 
guay. 

“I didn’t really expect to 
play there, but he used me in 
three out of the four games, 
which was a great thrill. It 
was incredible playing in front 
of those big crowds — 60,000 at 
two of the matches and aljout 
16,000 at the other two.”
